Innisfil 
fire chief 
resigns

Innisfil Fire & Rescue Services 
Fire Chief Randy Smith has 
announced his resignation. 

Smith, who joined the depart¬ 
ment in June 2011, has accepted a 
position with Rocky View County in 
Alberta. His resignation becomes 
effective Jan. 3, 2014. 

Innisfil officials say Smith has 
been an integral part of developing 
InnisfiFs Fire 
Master Plan in 
addition to focus¬ 
ing on the chal¬ 
lenges of a grow¬ 
ing community 
and the enhance¬ 
ment of the fire 
department. 

“Chief Smith's 
leadership has 
had a positive 
impact upon the fire service and has 
helped to create the Master Fire 
Plan to guide the community 
through the next five years," said 
Innisfil Mayor Barb Baguley.

annual increase hydro customers will 
be paying over the next decade. 

He defends the increases, pointing to 
other provinces, including Alberta, B.C. 
and Quebec, that expect to see their 
rates rising near the 3% range. He notes 
the previous Conservative government's 
under-charging for electricity - and resi¬ 
dents are still paying the debt-retire¬ 
ment fees on that boondoogle - are all 
partly to blame for the high costs of 
electricity. 

The cancelling of two gas plants in 
Mississauga and Oakville in 2011 cost 
Ontario taxpayers upwards of $1 billion 
doesn't help to assuage the sting of any 
proposed savings. 

Before their pencil sharpening, 
Chiarelli said the average consumer was 
looking at $162 per month compared to 
the $152 they'll be looking at now, 
which should drop to $137 during the 
Clean Energy benefit over the next two 
years. 

“If we had not generated reductions 
in our cost, you'd be paying $121 (annu¬ 
ally) more than you would under this 
plan," he said. 

Chiarelli said after reviewing the 
aging energy infrastructure in Ontario 
in 2003 when the province relied on 
importing energy and coal plants, much 
has changed. 

The province has spent more than 
$11 billion on upgrading transmission 
and distribution networks, which con¬ 
tributed to the gross domestic product 
by $835 million, supporting 8,000 jobs. 
Ontario's distributors invested an addi¬ 
tional $8 billion in that time frame, as 
well as more than $21 billion invested in 
cleaner energy generation. 

Chiarelli points to the province's plan 
of closing the last coal-fired plant next 
year, which he says is the single largest 
climate change initiative in North 
America. 

Plans to reduce energy usage begins 
with conservation through the use of 
smart meters that allow residents to 
track their own usage and reduce their 
own bills accordingly. Reduction dollars 
also come by focusing on bioenergy in 
addition to natural gas, nuclear power, 
wind, solar and hydroelecticity and bio¬ 
fuel energy. 

In the past few years, demand for 
electricity has declined due to reduc¬ 
tions in use by residents, businesses and 
industry.

Dangling the promise of savings by 
lowering proposed increases just fur¬ 
rows the brow of most homeowners. 

Compared to the Long Term Energy 
Plan forecasts of 2010, in his new 
Achieving Balance Plan, Energy Minis¬ 
ter Bob Chiarelli predicts residential 
customers can expect to pay about $520 


less over the next five years and $3,800 
less to 2030 on their energy bills than 
originally forecast. 

In essence, the forecasted cost of 
electricity was originally estimated at 
just over $111 billion but now thanks to 
a myriad of programs, the new plan will 
only cost about $95 billion. 

Which means Ontarians will see their 
hydro bills rise by 42% over the next five 
years and up to 68% over the next two 


decades, assuming the Ontario Clean 
Energy benefit - a 10% rebate for home- 
owners - is eliminated as planned in 
2016. 

“We're not happy there's going to be a 
spike in the cost and we're doing every¬ 
thing we can to mitigate those costs," 
Chiarelli said during a media confer¬ 
ence call Wednesday. 

Chiarelli said the Clean Energy bene¬ 
fit will help offset the expected 2.8%

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‘What would 
Maggie do?’ 
also applies 
to Canada 

L ast week London, England, Mayor Boris John¬ 
son delivered a speech titled “What Would 
Maggie Do Today ?" The Conservative politician's 
comments on what Margaret Thatcher would think 
and do today bear repeating for Canadian readers. 

Thatcher, PM from 1979-90, “put a stop to the talk 
of decline and she made it possible for people to 
speak without complete embarrassment of putting 
the “great" back into Britain. And she gave us a new 
idea -- or revived an old one: that Britain was or 
could be an enterprising and free-booting sort of 
culture, -| a buccaneering environment where there 
was no shame — quite the reverse — in getting rich." 

Unlike so many in the world today, both Thatcher 
and Johnson understand that economic success is 
actually a key ingredient for helping those less off. 

Back to Johnson: “But I also hope that there is no 
return to that spirit of Loadsamoney heartlessness — 
figuratively riffling banknotes under the noses of the 
homeless; and I hope that this time the Gordon 
Gekkos of London are conspicuous not just for their 
greed -- valid motivator thought greed may be for 
economic progress -- as for what they give and do 
for the rest of the population, many of whom have 
experienced real falls in their incomes over the last 
five years." 

Yes, we need a strong economy in Canada so we 
can continue to fund our social programs and so our 
philanthropists can continue to support causes dear 
to them. 

Big government interventions to end income 
inequality don't actually work. Which brings us to 
Johnson's most controversial comments: “I stress: I 
don't believe that economic equality is possible; 
indeed, some measure of inequality is essential for 
the spirit of envy and keeping up with the Joneses 
that is, like greed, a valuable spur to economic activ¬ 
ity." 

Johnson concludes: “It was (Thatcher's) funda¬ 
mentally positive and can-do vision that turned this 
country around and that we should remember 
today." 

So much left-wing activism these days is based on 
a culture of “no." Barack Obama's “Yes we can" was 
an Orwellian mantra. It actually meant “no you 
can't" — without government, that is. 

Canadians need a can-do vision moving forward 
so we can rise up together.

M ore than 400 farmers,

Agriculture as a key eco¬ 
nomic engine for Ontario was 
a recurring theme throughout 
the event, and it was strongly 
supported with a presentation 
by Dr. John Groenewegen of 
JRG consulting. The study, 
titled Economic Contribution 
of the Ontario Farm Sector, 
uses the most current data 
about Ontario farming from 
Statistics Canada, revealing 
that agriculture truly is a driv¬ 
ing force behind provincial 
job creation, a stable tax base 
and thriving rural communi¬ 
ties. The study also confirmed 
that agriculture is a major 
contributor to Ontario's food 
and beverage processing 
sector. 

In the wake of the recent 


announcement of another 
food processing plant closure 

- this time Leamington 
Ontario's Heinz tomato plant 

- farmers also had the oppor¬ 
tunity to hear from Hon. Steve 
Peters, Executive Director of 
the Alliance of Ontario Food 
Processors. In his address, Mr. 
Peters impressed the need for 
the agriculture and agri-food 
sector to work with govern¬ 
ment to find a stable solution 
to attract and retain food pro¬ 
cessing facilities in Ontario to 
create jobs and markets for 
farmers. 

The OFA values the time 
and attention our political 
leaders afforded Ontario 
farmers, and we will continue 
to address the ambitious goals 
for growth that the govern¬ 
ment has set, by asking the 
government to provide farm¬ 
ers with the tools we need to 
make it happen. To meet Pre¬ 
mier Wynne's growth chal¬ 
lenge, Ontario's agri-food 
sector needs the government's 
help in ensuring our best 
farmland is protected, regard¬ 
less of its location. We also 
need a sound and supportive 
regulatory environment and 


we need labour laws that 
allow Ontario food businesses 
to remain competitive. 

Ontario agri-businesses also 
require natural gas across 
rural Ontario to provide 
energy at competitive prices 
and we need to see further 
investment in the newly 
emerging bio-economy.

have a place to live for the next few months.” 

Since the typhoon struck, over 500 Shel¬ 
ter Box tents have arrived and have been 
distributed and a further 224 Shelter Box 
Kits and 576 tents are en route to Cebu. 

Nine Shelter Box Teams are on the ground 
carrying out assessments and distributions 
in Cebu, Bohol and Tacloban, some of the 
most devastated areas. Additional team 
members are also en route to assist and an 
extra 200 Shelter Boxes destined for the 
Philippines, are being assembled by volun¬ 


teers at Shelter Box Headquarters in Corn¬ 
wall, U.K. 

As a result of these efforts, Shelter Box 
will be providing assistance to approximately 
4,000 people with potential further help if 
needed. 

Rotary Club of Innisfil has been support¬ 
ing Shelter Box Canada for several years and 
has raised funds during that time to have 10 
Shelter Box Units assembled and deployed 
to various disasters. This could only happen 
thanks to the many generous supporters 
and donations.

DRIVERS NOT GETTING THE MESSAGE 

South Simcoe police continue to catch drinking 
drivers on local roads. 

At about 4 p.m. Wednesday, a police officer 
spotted a car with what looked to be an unusual 
licence plate. It was pulled over and an odour of 
alcohol was detected on the driver's breath. 

A 48-year-old Bradford man registered a 'warn' 
on a roadside test, resulting in a three-day sus¬ 
pension of his driver's licence. 

On RIDE patrol shortly after 9 p.m., police 
pulled over a 49-year-old Innisfil man on the 10th 
Side Road. Alcohol was detected on his breath and 
he registered a 'warn' when tested. 

He lost his driver's licence for three days. 

At about 10 p.m., a 21-year-old Innisfil woman 
was checked by RIDE officers after alcohol was 
detected on her breath. She blew under the legal 
limit, but alcohol was present. 

Since she is a probationary driver, the woman 
is prohibited from drinking at all while driving. She 
was charged under the Highway Traffic Act for 
breaching the conditions of her probationary 
licence. 

And her driving privileges will be reviewed by 
Ontario's Transportation Ministry. 

OVERNIGHT TOOL THEFT 

BRADFORD - South Simcoe police are investi¬ 
gating after approximately $400 worth of tools 
were stolen from a Colborne Street home some¬ 
time overnight Sunday. 

According to police, someone entered the 
home, which is under construction, and took sev¬ 


eral tools, including a new table saw. 

Opportunistic thieves often target new home 
developments or homes under renovation, police 
say. Tools, lumber, shingles, appliances and win¬ 
dows are all potential targets for roaming thieves. 
The impact of construction-site thefts is far 
reaching, according to police, and the burden 
eventually falls back on new home buyers as these 
costs filter their way into the prices of new homes 
or through increased insurance premiums. 

Construction site theft may be as simple as the 
all too common loss of a few pieces of lumber 
removed by a local neighbour who is searching for 
material to finish their own deck or basement. Or 
it may be the work of professional criminals look¬ 
ing to steal tools and appliances.

In an effort to keep that momentum 
going, the Liberals will re-introduce 
energy efficient rebates on long-term 
loans on homeowners' energy bills to 
retrofit their homes with attic insulation 
and windows. 

The last provincial Ontario Home 
Energy Savings Program offered up to 
$5,000 in tax-free grants for home 
energy renovations ended March 31, 
2012 . 

When those incentives were offered, 
people took advantage of them, said 
Tony Positano, sales manager at North¬ 
ern Comfort Windows and Doors in 
Barrie. 

“It was fantastic. We had people 
throwing money at us,” Positano said. 
“It was a great program right up until 
the day it ended.” 

Positano calls it buying forward, 
saying the 15-20% increase in business 
was followed by a drought that slowly 
picked back up again. 

Staff at Northern Comfort became 
experts at what grants were available 
for their customers and how much they 
could claim. He figures homeowners 
earned about 10% in increased home 


equity and value as well as the 
increased energy savings by upgrading 
their homes. 

“The cost of energy is out of control. 
So when these programs are offered, 
people do take advantage of them,” he 
said.

2025, about half of Ontario's installed 
generating capacity will come from 
renewable sources.

intersection known as Five Points 
while he was on council's traffic 
committee before becoming mayor 
was radical for its time. 

Before Highway 400 was created, 
the downtown was traffic gridlock, 
especially during the summertime. 
It was Kinzie's idea to change the 
lights at the Five Points to an 'all 
walk'. 

"It was the first intersection in 
Canada to have red lights at the 
same time. The headline in the 
Barrie Examiner was, 'Kinzie 
Scheme: Run Don't Walk!' But 
eventually everyone got used to it. 
There's no better way," he chuckles. 

In the video, he also reminisces 
about the love of his life and 
Barrie's 'First Lady', Ruth, who 
passed away in fanuary 2011. 

As the unofficial First Lady, Ruth 
would often fill in for her husband- 
mayor if he was unable to attend a 
function. 

"There hadn't been a First Lady 
before and not after," he says. "If 
you couldn't go to an event, you'd 
normally ask one of the councillors, 
or alderman as they were known. 
But if I couldn't go, Ruth would go," 
he says. "And she had a sense of 
humour. She told me she used to 
put my letters to her under the 
pillow and one time she found 
she'd slept on the hydro bill." 

One of the legacies he wants to 
impart to his descendants through 
the video is the importance of 
family, something he thinks is lack¬ 
ing in these modern times. 

"I remember the first radio. At 
that time, people had more family 
dinners and family reunions and 
those kinds of things when you got 
acquainted with aunts, uncles and 
cousins," he says. "That's disap¬ 
peared. Knowing your own family is 
getting somewhat remote." 

He's has kept many of his 
parent's views close to his heart. 

"Some of their beliefs are hon¬ 
esty, paying your debts, enjoying 
life and having fun and doing your 
part for your community. If you live 
in a community and enjoy that 
community, it's important to do 
your part."

The life and times of Barrie's first 
mayor have been put to video, a 
visual and narrative documentary 
Willard Kinzie intends to share with 
his family and its future genera¬ 
tions. 

Originally the mayor of the Town 
of Barrie in 1957, Kinzie was also 
the municipality's first mayor when 
it was incorporated as a city in fan. 
1,1959. 

'The Milk Man' is the working 
title of the approximately hour-long 
video created by Debbie Marks, of 
Marks in Time, which specializes in 
capturing and preserving life sto¬ 
ries. 

She says Willard chose to record 
his stories so future generations will 
know the stuff they're made of, 
where they came from and how to 
navigate the challenges ahead. 

Kinzie and Marks spent many 
hours in conversation about his 
family, business activities and polit¬ 
ical life as well as going through 250 
photos to create the video, which 
came about when his children, 
grandchildren and great-grandchil¬ 
dren were visiting him at his Florida 
condo earlier this year. The 94-year- 
old Kinzie would be in the Sun¬ 
shine State now except for the fact 
that he's still taking part in one of 
his favourite past times: curling. 

"We discussed wills, money mat¬ 
ters and we had fun," he says, sit¬ 
ting in an office in the Shanty Bay 
Road home he's lived in for more 
than 50 years. 

"In this, many stories came out. 
They wanted much more, a history 
of the Kinzie family. They begged 
me to do it," he says, of the video. 
"Going through photos and reflect¬ 
ing on your life shows you how 
good your life was. It certainly 
brought back things that had 
slipped from my mind." 

Marks says 'The Milk Man' por¬ 
trays the values Kinzie lives his life 
by and his hopes for his family in 
the future. The title refers to his 
time as owner of the Lakeview 
Dairy on Dunlop Street East until 
1971 (he continued to run the busi¬ 
ness until 1975) as well as when he 
was owner of a small, one-route 
dairy in the Guelph area that he 
bought in 1945. 

"I went door-to-door with the 
milk and my wife Ruth washed the 
bottles. At night I'd pasturize the 
milk for the next day's deliveries," 
he said. "Within a year-and-a-half 
we grew to three routes, I guess 
through aggressive advertising, and 
had three employees." 

When he bought the Lakeview 
Dairy — the site of which is now a 
gaping hole in the ground between 
Dunlop Street and Kempenfelt Bay 
— in 1947 he had 20 employees. 

His father, Isaiah Kinzie, and his

uncles Ephraim and Harry Kinzie, 
were also purveyors of milk back in 
the day of horse-drawn milk carts. 

Kinzie's contributions to the city 
are many. 

Prior to becoming mayor, Kinzie 
was an alderman (now referred to 


as a councillor) and two of the 
visions he had for Barrie remain to 
this day. 

He suggested developing the 
waterfront from swampland to an 
attraction for residents and visitors 
by infilling parts of the shoreline, 


which resulted in the creation of an 
area later known as Centennial 
Beach. 

"We were told Barrie would never 
see another duck at the waterfront," 
he laughs.
